Wood still forms the basis of 
most of our boxes, bags, and 
what not, but because of science 
glue, pigments and different 
forms of treating pulp and 
wood pulp products, wood is be¬ 
autiful. pliable, watertight, air¬ 
tight, and a hundred and one 
other things, when the scientist 


gets through with it. And the 
surface has only been scratch¬ 
ed.

“Going Back”—1. 

The belief that varieties of wheat 
and other crops deteriorate, or “go 
back." is widespread. This belief is 
prabably quite old; indeed, it may 
trace back to Charles Darwin s con¬ 
viction that “nature abhors self- 
fertilization.” Thus in the early years 
of the present century we witnessed 
efforts to rejuvenate Red Fife and 
Marquis by crossing different plants 
of the same variety. This resulted in 
“regenerated” Red Fife, or “regener¬ 
ated” Marquis; but there was never 
a shadow of evidence that the re¬ 
generated strains were any more pro¬ 
ductive than the originals. 

The “going back” idea may be 
strengthened by the knowledge that 
growers of hybrid corn must renew 
their seed each year. However, the 
situation with cross-fertilized crops, 
such as corn, is quite different from 
that with crops mainly self-fertilized 
such as wheat, oats and barley. 

• The fact that Thatcher wheat suf¬ 
fered from leaf rust this year has led 
many people to believe that its rust 
resistance is weakening. This is em¬ 
pirically not so. Leaf rust and stem 
rust are caused by two quite differ¬ 
ent fungi. Thatcher has always been 
susceptible to leaf rust, and there is 
nothing to suggest that it is less re¬ 
sistant to stem rust than it was ten 
years ago. 

Deterioration in farm stocks of 
wheat is due to volunteering of other 
varieties grown a year or more 
earlier, to mechanical mixing in 
machinery or granaries, to livestock 
pasturing on or passing over fields, 
and to occasional natural crossing 
with other nearby varieties. 

The occurrence of speltoids in 
wheat might be considered an ex¬ 
ample of deterioration through 
natural causes; but they appear to be 
largely self-eliminating.

The drama of war production 
ig strikingly depicted in this 
factory, where massive, white 
hot ingots are lifted from glow 
ing furnaces to huge presses 
where the gun barrels are ham¬ 
mered and scaled to the right 
proportions, a spectacle that 
completely fascinates the visit¬ 
or just as a blacksmith’s anvil 
has an irresistible lure for the 
small boy. Another machine 
will cut up the red-hot ingot of 
gun barrel steel as a knife would 
cut through cheese. The precis¬ 
ion machinery for turning gun 
barrels, for fashioning gun car¬ 
riages and the great multitude 
of intricate parts which go to 
make up a modern artillery gun 
command the highest type ol 
mechanical skill. Soon Canada’s 
regiments of artillery will lie 
equipped with the deadly 25- 
pounder, one of French Can¬ 
ada’s contributions to the fight 
for freedom. 

A visit to the Dominion Ai 
senal where small arms am 
munition is made completed our 
tour of munitions plants in On¬ 
tario and Quebec. We had seen 
only a small sector of Canada’s 
war industry, a lusty infant 
that is speedily acquiring the 
vigour of young manhood and 
will within a few months have 
reached maturity. Col. W. A. 
Harrison, executive assistant 
to the Minister of Munitions 
and Supply, who was a member 
of our party, told the editors 
that in addition Canada was 
producing twenty kinds cf high 
explosives and as many as 100 
motorized vehicles a day, as 
well as operating thj largest 
small arms factory in the Em¬ 
pire. He said that when max¬ 
imum output was reached they 
could equip a complete division 
every *- ; x weeks. Rifles, two- 
pounders and Tommy guns were 
among other equipment being 
produced in Canada. He declar¬ 
ed that Canadians could make 
any kind of war equipment if 
given the plans and designs. 
The Department of Munitions 
and Supply pei sonnel had grown 
from 200 t 0 2,000 since the war 
began. He admitted that the of¬ 
ficers had experienced many 
heartaches, that many bottle¬ 
necks had lx?en encountered and 
that only now was the entire 
plan coming to fruition.
